T HE Council has set 
its budget for the 
coming financial 
year, protecting 
front line services despite 
Government spending 
cuts of £44million in 
2011/2012 alone. 

The Mayor of Hackney, 
Jules Pipe, presented 
the £l.06billion budget 
proposals to full Council 


on 2 March in front 
of a packed Town Hall 
chamber. 

At a time of great 
economic hardship for 
residents, and the country 
as a whole, the budget 
secured £218.4million for 
education; £1 65. 6million 
for housing; £62.7million 
for children & youth 
services; £32.8million for 
waste, recycling and street 
cleaning; and £20.2million 
for sports, parks and 
libraries. 

A further £l07.5million 


was allocated to services 
for vulnerable adults 
including older and 
disabled people, those with 
mental health difficulties, 
and long-term health 
conditions. This year’s 
budget means there will 
be no closure of leisure 
centres, libraries, or 
children’s centres in the 
borough, and no reduction 
in the cleanliness of 
Hackney’s streets. 

Front line services were 
protected by making 
savings from a reduction 


in management costs, 
sharing resources across 
departments, and a 
continuing drive to 
introduce new and more 
efficient ways of working. 

The meeting had to be 
suspended at one point due 
to anti-cuts protests in the 
public gallery, some calling 
on the Council to ignore 
the spending restrictions 
placed on local authorities 
by massive reductions in 
Government funding. 

Finishing the budget 
statement, Mayor Pipe 


said: “The failure to pass 
a legal, balanced budget 
would result in immediate 
service collapse, and 
then the Council would be 
guilty of using the 
most vulnerable people 
in this borough as a 
political weapon.” 

The meeting concluded 
with the budget being 
passed by the Council.

Why Hackney has to make some 
tough decisions to protect front 
line services for residents

T esting the very 

limits of their 
spandex leotards, 
fundraisers clocked 
up eight hours of dance 
floor philanthropy for a 
Hackney charity.

more than 80 dancers of all 
abilities were helped by 30 
volunteers, and cheered on 
by 100 spectators as they 
powered through a variety 
of styles and songs. 

Dance Marathons 
orginated in the US during 
the 1920s and have since 
spread internationally, 
raising money for many 
worthy causes.

HACKNEY Council has set its budget for this year. After eight years 
of planned and sustainable growth which has seen the borough 
improve beyond recognition, we were faced with having to work 
with the biggest single cut to the Council’s grant in living memory. 
It’s a harsh position for a council that has gone from being 
regarded as a local authority mess to one whose efficiency meant 
it was able to bring new and expanded services to the borough, 
along with massive investment such as the school building 
programmes. 


So how can I both vociferously oppose these cuts and implement 
a plan that sees £44million less spent in the borough this year? 
The answer is that simple refusal to set a proper, workable budget 
brings with it immediate and far worse consequences for this 
borough. As elected Mayor of Hackney, I have no option but to put 
local people above rhetoric and propose a budget that protects 
front line services. 


A few have argued that we should ‘defy the cuts’ and refuse to 
set a budget, but that would only lead to devastation to services 
and misery across the borough. Refusing to agree a legal budget 
does not result in councillors being surcharged or imprisoned, nor 
do services just keep running as they have in the previous year. 
Instead, councillors are eventually sidelined while Government 
appointees are brought in to take the decisions. Meanwhile, a 
great deal of council expenditure is frozen, preventing many 
people from receiving the services they need. Extra money would 
still not come and there would be no locally elected representatives 
involved to prioritise the remaining expenditure. The priorities of 
Government appointees would likely be different from those of 
the borough, and come with no requirement on them to maximise 
service delivery to residents. The whole process would leave the 
Council with even less money to spend on services than it does 
now, not more. 


There are times when running a Council requires making difficult 
decisions, taking the option that doesn’t appear popular, but still 
reflects the values upon which you were elected to serve. This 
year’s budget protects front line services by bringing forward a 
whole set of savings and efficiencies and reductions in senior 
management. Some we would have introduced anyway in future 
years in order to recycle the cash into more services -just as we 
have been doing over the past eight years. Instead we have had to 
accelerate those savings all into one year, as well as limiting future 
investment, in order to backfill the reduction in grant. It means that 
residents will experience a level of protection to front line services 
almost unseen in any other part of the country. 


Further reductions to council grants are proposed over the next 
three years. But we will tackle the financial challenges to come 
by sticking to our principles. Decisions will be taken on the basis 
of what will best protect services, and that our most vulnerable 
people will always be our first concern.

The line then runs as far 
south as New Cross, Crystal 
Palace and West Croydon, 
currently carrying over 
70,000 passengers a day. 

A final phase of work 
will extend the line further 
from Clapham Junction 
to Dalston Junction via 
Surrey Quays. This link will 
complete a planned ‘orbital 
railway’ for London, and is 
due to open in 2012.

T HE regeneration of 
an estate has passed 
another milestone, 
with the topping 
out of its first new Council 
housing development. 

The project is being 
funded by the Homes & 
Communities Agency, set 
up to create opportunities 
for people to live in high 
quality, sustainable 
accommodation. 

Its Chief Executive, 

Pat Ritchie, attended the 
ceremony on 22 February 
to mark the completion of 
the top-most point of the 
Bridport House site, near 
Shoreditch Park. She said: 
“Our funding is enabling 
the Council to increase its 
provision of affordable 
homes, all of which meet 
our high environmental 
and design standards.” 


Construction work by 
Willmott Dixon began last 
summer, and will replace 
20 flats with 41 new 
homes for residents, who 
have been temporarily 
re-housed. 

The new homes are 
energy efficient to Level 4 
of the Government’s Code 
for Sustainable Homes. 
They will be managed by 
Hackney Homes, and are 
expected to be complete by 
the summer. 

Bridport is the first 
phase of the regeneration 
of Colville Estate. 

Maggie Worster, Chair 
of the Colville Estate 
Tenants and Residents 
Association, said: “This 
is the end of years of hard 
work by residents and 
the Council.

T HERE’S a rumour 
about Anita Blay: 
while working 
on a shoot, a 
photographer - not 
completely happy with the 
results - asked ‘can you sit 
more... urban?’ 

“It’s true,” says the 
Homerton resident, 
combining laughter with a 
hint of lament. Adding: “I 
was doing a shoot for. . . a 
publication that should’ve 
known better. When he 
realised what he’d said he 
went, ‘um, just look more 
relaxed’. To this day I’m not 
sure what he meant.” 

But Anita, also known 
as CocknBullKid, was 
never one to let others 
dictate who she is. Like so 
many musicians of the last 
decade she was tipped for 


stardom after releasing a 
string of infectious songs on 
social media websites from 
her bedroom. Audiences 
loved her lo-fi synth-pop 
and expected big things 
on a wave of 80s Casio 
keyboards, shoulder pads 
and back-combing. Then 
she disappeared. For two 
years. 

“I needed to craft what I 
was doing and I didn’t want 
to be lumped in with that 
electronic sound,” she says. 
Adding: “It’s overwhelming 
to see things about yourself 
and not even be sure what 
you’re trying to do. So I 
didn’t read music magazines 
or listen to new music for 
1 8 months. I decided to go 


away to find out what 
I wanted.” 

A Hackney and 
Walthamstow local all her 
life, Anita has always been 
fascinated with tales - hence 
the moniker - remembering 
writing stories for her 
classmates at St Scholastica 
Primary School in E 5. 

This developed into song 
writing and while she didn’t 
play any instruments, she 
could sing. “I had a digital 
keyboard; I’d just end up 
writing pop songs to a bossa 
nova preset,” she says. 

Entering singing 
competitions was the focus 
of her early years, as well 
as dancing to her then- 
favourite group Eternal, 


but the turning point was 
joining North London 
youth studio Tribal Tree - 
which Plan B and a third of 
N-Dubz had attended. 

She says: “After I left I 
bought a laptop, started 
making music and just 
uploaded everything on 
to MySpace. I wasn’t a 
producer, but I hoped 
people would recognise 
what I was trying to do and 
help me achieve it. I’m still 
working with some of them, 
and it’s how I got a press 
team, manager; it was quite 
a crucial tool.” 

The first release ‘On My 
Own’ was as fashionable 
as they come, uber-cool 
and glitchy, it earnt her a 
spot on ‘Later With Jools 
Holland’ when she was 
still unsigned. But for the 
singer it was all work in 
progress. Although proud 
of her Hackney roots - she 
describes The Lauriston 
pub, Last Tuesday Society 


and Mare Street’s Turkish 
restaurants as some of her 
favourite haunts - she says 
she wanted to make music 
that reached people who 
weren’t just in E9. 

Now back with the 
album ‘Adulthood’ - think 
Abba meets Morrissey - it’s 
enthusiastic, emotional, full 
of instruments; at heart a 
real pop record. 

“There was a lot of self 
discovery. A lot of people 
say I sound different, I 
think I do too. Some say 
the album is pop with 
dark lyrics as if they’re at 
odds, but I don’t see it as a 
contradiction,” she says. 

How is she dealing with 
the media attention this 
time? “I’m coping fine. 


I’ve been waiting five years 
now, I’m ready. Even 
with Tribal Tree we were 
thrown into the deep end 
with 10 A&Rs in a room 
and you just had to sing 
your soul out.” 

With help from producers 
Chilly Gonzales, Leon 
Howes, and writers who 
had worked with Florence 
and the Machine and 
Marina and the Diamonds, 
she believes she’s matured to 
create an ‘honest’ album. “I 
think I’ve found my voice,” 
she declares.

more than 4,000 people into 
education and work. 

BSix’s winning initiative 
was its ‘University for 
Teachers’ project, which 
aims to bolster student 
success by also driving 
up teachers’ aspirations.

R esidents were

NHS City and Hackney 
organised the events at 
Gillett Square and the 
Alevi Centre in Dalston to 
highlight the availability 


of NHS dentists in the 
area, promote the range 
of treatments available, 
and explain NHS charges 
and exemptions. Children 
under 16 receive free 
dental treatment, as do 
many adults including 
those under 19 in full 
time education, pregnant 
women, or people receiving 
state benefits.

A good day to quit 

SMOKERS can take advantage of a range of support 
services to help quit, up to and beyond, national No 
Smoking Day on 9 March. 

On the official day, a stall in Hackney Service Centre, 1 
Hillman Street, E8, will offer carbon monoxide and lung 
age testing, advice and giveaways. 

Over at Tesco in Morning Lane, smoking cessation 
community champions hope to liaise with faith, elder, 
black and ethnic minority groups, as well as vulnerable 
adults, young families and new entrants to the UK, to 
help them kick the habit. Lung tests and advice will be 
available. 

In addition, ‘Stop While You Shop’ returns. The initiative, 
will run at Kingsland Shopping Centre every Monday and 
Thursday, 3pm to 7pm, until 28 April. 

Frances Schmocker, from NHS City and Hackney, said: 
“Our first Stop While You Shop event last year was a real 
success, helping more than 1 00 Hackney smokers to 
quit. People really liked it because they got quit smoking 
support at a time and place that suited them.” 

The annual cost of treating smoking-related illnesses in the 
UK is around £5billion. According to NHS City and Hackney, 
out of 1 52 primary care trusts in England, the trust ranks 
1 3th for the number of quitters per 1 00,000 population.

Leading on teen pregnancy rate drop 


TEENAGE pregnancy 
rates in Hackney have 
fallen by 37 per cent 
over 10 years, according 
the Office of National 
Statistics. 

The reduction is much 
higher than that seen across 
the rest of England ( 1 8 per 
cent), and London (20 per 
cent) between 1998 and 
2009. On average, nearly 
49 local girls in every 
1,000 became pregnant in 
2009, compared to over 
77 in 1998. NHS City and 


Hackney said the reduction 
was due to a combination 
of factors that led to 
teenagers making better 
informed choices. 

Education played a key 
role, with 1,000 teachers 
being trained to deliver 
sex and relationships 
education; a sexual 
health bus that tours 
the community, and the 
development of the SHO- 
me sexual health website, 
which attracts more than 
7,000 visitors a month. 


A range of sexual health 
and contraception services 
are widely available for 
young people in the area, 
including a condom 
distribution scheme, and 
a dedicated holistic health 
service for teens, CHYPS 
Plus, in Lower Clapton. 

Local NHS Deputy 
Director of Public Health, 
Dr Jose Figueroa, said: 
“These figures show more 
and more young people in 
Hackney are seeking out 
contraception information. 


However, we cannot be 
complacent as we still 
have much more to do. 
We encourage young 
people to take a proactive 
approach to sexual health 
- to talk about it with 
parents, partners and 
professionals.”

T HE waterways of 
Hackney Marshes 
are still popular 
with anglers, and in 
the past were regarded as 
one of the finest places to 
fish in the country. 

The marshes were rural 
and remote, with the ‘silvery 
waters’ of the River Lea 
‘sparkling over clear gravelly 
shallows,’ according to H 
Chipperfield’s memories 
published in the North 
London Guardian in 1893. 

The White House Fishery 
was an isolated but popular 
spot, with nearly 150 
annual subscribers in its 
heyday, and more visitors 
buying daily tickets. The 
building was originally a 
ferryman’s house, marked 


on two different maps in 
1745 as Pank’s Ferry and 
Tyler’s Ferry, presumably 
reflecting changes in the 
holder of the post. It was 
common for those who 
lived and worked along the 
river to hold fishing rights 
for which they could grant 
licences, and perhaps it was 
when a bridge was built 
that the ferryman’s house 
developed its reputation as a 
prime angling location. 

The most famous 
occupants were James 
Jackman Beresford (1792- 
1866) and his son George. 

It was during George’s time 
in the late 19th century that 
the White House displayed 
a collection of locally 
caught stuffed birds and 
fish, including a rare cream- 
coloured courser (more 
at home in North Africa) 
and an eel, landed in 1766, 


which weighed 221b 7oz 
(nearly 10kg). 

In 1868, ‘The Angler’s 
Companion: being a 
description of where to find 
fish and how to fish, the 
various swims in the Horse 
& Groom, Lea Bridge, 
and White House’ was 
published, a rare first edition 
of which is held in the Local 
Studies Library. It describes 
27 ‘swims’ near the White 
House and states fish were 
so abundant ‘you might, 
with the use of a casting net, 
very soon fill a cart’. 

However, as London 
grew its domestic and 
industrial waste grew too, 
much of it ending up in 
surrounding rivers. The Lea 
was heavily polluted, the 
fish stock decimated, and 
the White House’s time as 
a fishery came to an end. 

It remained an important 


location for storing rescue 
equipment to aid those who 
had fallen into the river - 
and also to retrieve bodies of 
the drowned. 

A letter to Hackney 
Gazette of 23 March 
1871, called for Beresford 
to be granted a licence 
to sell spirits, as brandy 
was thought essential for 
reviving those who had 
fallen into cold water. A 
licence was granted and the 
White House became a pub, 
with Beresford developing 
a reputation as a vigilant 
keeper of law and order. 

By 1909 however, it had 
become more disreputable, 
and was being used as a 
football dressing-room 
when a silver watch worth 
£3 was stolen. The next 
May, it was raided by 
police, who found 30 local 
men drinking illegally 


on a Sunday morning, 
having said they were 
travellers to get alcohol. 

In 1910, a closure notice 
was served. Although the 
brewery and a prospective 
licensee protested at Stoke 
Newington Sessions, the 
decision was upheld after 
police said the landlord 
had repeatedly sold alcohol 
after hours, and that it was 
impossible for officers to 
approach without being 
spotted, so offenders were 
able to escape and return 
later. The building was 
supposed to be demolished 


soon after, but was still 
listed as holding rescue 
equipment in a Hackney 
Street Directory for 1914- 
15. During the Second 
World War unexploded 
bombs were detonated 
on the marshes, and the 
landscape dramatically 
changed. Today the land 
where the White House 
stood is 14 feet (4.5m) 
higher than it was, and only 
a footbridge over the Lea 
stands where the original 
ferry once crossed.

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to take up 


issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
illustrated in the map opposite.

Serves 8 


Preparation time 

30mins 

cooling time 

at least 1 hr 


Ingredients 

• 750ml double cream 

• 250ml full fat milk 

• 1 25g granulated sugar 

• 3.5 gelatine leaves 

• 1 split vanilla bean pod 

Method 

•Get all of your equipment together, including a 
tray of small bowls for the individual puddings 

•Separate the gelatine sheets carefully and 
place into a bowl of cold water to soften 

• Use a large saucepan or pot - this will 
allow plenty of surface area so the mixture 
can heat quickly without burning. Measure 
all the ingredients and place the milk, cream, 
sugar and vanilla beans into the pot and 


bring to the boil. It is important to be 
accurate when measuring out the ingredients 
or the panna cottas will be too hard, or won’t 
set at all 

• Keep a good eye on the mixture as it 
boils over quite quickly once it has reached 
temperature. Once brought to the boil, 
remove from the stove 

•Squeeze excess liquid from the soaking 
gelatine sheets and add them to the cream 
mixture. Whisk until dissolved 

•Cool the mixture down by sitting the pan in 
a sink of iced water. Make sure the tap to the 
sink has been turned so that it is not above 
the mixture 

• Strain to remove vanilla beans. Then pour into 
bowls and refrigerate until ready to use.

Introduction 


Mayor Jules Pipe said: 

“Local government across the country 
is facing huge financial challenges and 
Hackney is no different. In this financial 
year, Hackney has had to save £44 
million and the Government will be 
making further grant cuts to councils over the next 
three years. While Hackney cannot escape the impact 
of this, I will ensure the Council remains committed to 
shielding residents from its worst effects.” 



T HE coming year will see 
Hackney Council deliver a 
budget that protects frontline 
services. At a time when the whole 
country faces difficult financial 
decisions the Council’s £1 .065 
billion budget, effective from April 
this year, continues to prioritise 
safety, well-being and support for 
those that need it most through the 
delivery of services for residents. 

£58 million will be spent on services to 
keep Hackney a clean and good place to 
live, with investment in 161 miles of public 
roads: all residential streets will be swept 
at least twice a week, alongside a regular 
town centre intense cleaning programme 
to help keep the borough’s footpaths 
safe and clean. With crime recently 
announced as being at an 11 year low 
the Council will also continue to provide 
local Community Safety teams and work 
in close partnership with the police to help 
tackle crime and anti-social behaviour. 

Over £20 million will go towards 
developing sport, leisure and healthy 
activity in the borough. This will include 
maintaining Hackney’s award-winning 
green spaces and continuing a full 
library service in Hackney’s 8 libraries 
- which are expecting to receive a 
record 1 .5 million visits in 201 1 /1 2. This 
coming year will also seethe opening 
of the new Dalston C.L.R. James Library 
and Hackney Archives. 

£21 8.9 million will be invested into 
education services in the borough, 
providing schooling and nursery care for 
more than 1 0,000 young people and 
children. An additional £62.7 million 
will help create opportunities for 7,000 
8-19 year olds through training for 
employment, youth centres and care for 
the less-abled. The Council’s Building 
Schools for the Future programme will 
also continue, rebuilding or completely 
refurbishing all of the borough’s 
secondary schools by 201 5. 

2011/12 will also see over £1 07 
million providing services for adults. This 
will include delivering 730,000 hours of 
home care - 55,000 hours of this will be 


for residents with learning disabilities 
or mental health issues. The money 
will also support the people who act as 
unpaid carers for loved ones, including 
those who are young carers. 

Alongside the investment, the Council 
has also had to deliver significant 
savings. This has been achieved through 
a reduction in management costs, the 
loss of support staff through voluntary 
redundancy, the sharing of resources 
across Council departments, and 
continuing to find new and innovative 
ways of working. 


However, warning of tough choices 
ahead the Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, said: 

“Local government across the country 
is facing huge financial challenges and 
Hackney is no different. Just seven per 
cent of the Council’sfunding comes 
from council tax - the majority of our 
funding has traditionally come from 
government grants. Last year, the 
Government announced it would be 
making cuts of more than a quarter 
to the grants it gives to boroughs over 
the coming four years. In this financial 


year, Hackney has had to save £99 
million as a result of this reduction 
and the Government will be making 
further grant cuts to councils over the 
next three years. 

While Hackney cannot escape the 
impact of this, I will ensure the Council 
remains committed to shielding 
residents from its worst effects.” 

In a move to lessen the impact of the 
loss of a number of government grants 
used by Team Hackney to commission 
services, the Council has earmarked a 
special fund of over £3 million to step 
in and pick up and continue particular 
projects that Team Hackney had 
commissioned, in priority areas. This 
money will focus on youth provision and 
community safety; in areas including 
youth crime, gang intervention and 
domestic violence. 

Residents will see no rise in their 
council tax bills this year because 
Hackney’s element of the council tax 
will not rise from its 2005 level, whilst 
the charge levied by the Greater London 
Authority (GLA), which is added to your 
council tax bill, will not rise this year 
either. The GLA funds London-wide 
services including the Metropolitan 
Police and T ransport for London, which 
runs the buses and Tube.
